Argentina’s second World € up 


Argentina won the 1979 FIFA 
World Youth Tournament for the 
Coca-Cola Cup on Friday night by 
| defeating the Soviet Union, the de- 
fending champion, 3-1 in the final 
before 52,000 spectators at Tokyo's 
National Stadium. 


In the semi-finals, Argentina had 
beaten Uruguay 2-0 and the USSR 
had downed Poland 1-0. 


Uruguay beat Poland on penalties 
5-3 in the play-off for third place, 
after a 1-1 draw after extra time. 


The Soviets concentrated thoir 
defence against Argentina's mid- 
fielder Diago Maradona and forward 
Ramon Diaz and the first half ended 
in a scoreless tie. 


The Soviets, then electrified the 
spectators when Igor Ponomarev 
scored with a header on an assist 
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From PETER BENT 
in Tokyo 


from forward Serguei Stukashev for 
a 1-0 Soviet lead. 

The Argentines maintained their 
threat, deep in Soviet territory, 
which resulted in a penalty kick for 
Argentina. Fullback Hugo Alves 
made good the penalty kick in the 
67th minute to tie the score 1-1 

Diaz dribbied through the Soviet 
defence and booted in a goal from 
the left flank in the 70th minutes to 
give Argentina a 2-1 lead. 

It was Diaz’s eighth goal In the 
tournament and secured him the 
“Golden Shoe” award for the top 
scorer. 

Maradona clinched victory for Ar- 
gentina by booting home a long free 
kick for a goal in the 75th minute. 
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NMiaradona was awarded the “‘Gol- ° 


den Ball” trophy with 175 points as 
the most valuable player in the tour- 
nament in a poll by sports writers 
and tournament officials. The “‘Silver 
Ball’ and ‘‘Bronze Ball’ trophies 
went to Julio Romero of Paraguay 
with 110 points and Argentina’s Diaz 
with 64 points. 

The ‘Silver Shoe” scoring trophy 
went to Maradona with six goale and 
the ‘Bronze’ shoe trophy to Po- 
land’s Andrzej Palasz with five goals.

They must be going through hell. 


Will they be relegated, won't they be relegated? Will they be re-elected, 
won't they be re-elected? Dark clouds of uncertainty hang above them. 


J am in favor of promotion and relegation and | always have been, 
but it should be clear-cut. The present situation is undesirable. 





The Philips League tells 
us that the bottom two 
clubs will be “relegated” 
but will be able to apply 
for re-election, along with 
other clubs that want 
membership. 

That’s so much mumbo- 
jumbo. The fact is that un- 
certainty abounds — un- 
certainty that can and 
should be avoided. 

We either have genuine 
promotion and relegation 
or we don’t. Let the league 
make a firm policy for 
next season. 

I understand that the 
current system was imple- 
mented to insure the exist- 
ing league clubs to some 
extent. I have a high 
regard for the achieve- 
ments of these clubs - St 
George’s new grandstand, 
Adelaide City’s incredible 


facilities, Heidelberg’s 
move to a new locality and 
anew ground, APIA’s pro- 
posed $1.5 million ground 
development plan, 


Some of the new appli- 
cants might do just as 
well. They must realise, 
however, that $100,000 
does no longer guarantee 
success. Budgets of suc- 
cessful clubs now ap- 
proach the quarter-million 
dollar mark. 


My central argument is 
that all clubs should know 
from the kick-off whether 
or not two of them will go 
down. There should be no 
prey areas. 


Sentiment must be cast 
aside. Those who finish at 
the bottom will have to 
swallow the bitter pill. 


Tough, but that’s life. e 


Had there been some 
clear-cut rule this year, 
the clubs that are now at 
the bottom may have put 
more effort into avoiding 
their lowly positions. 


It was wise of the league 
to give the founder clubs 
three seasons in which to 
establish themselves. The 
three years are over now. 


During that period, 
other clubs have been 
working hard to lift their 
standards sufficiently to 
make a bid for league 
membership. Why should 
anything stand in their 
way? 

Now let’s talk about 
membership and represen- 
tation. 


In an article some weeks 





ago I wrote that five clubs 
were too much for Sydney. 


In having such a large 
representation in the coun- 
try’s top league, Sydney’s 
position is unique in the 
world. Moenchengladbach 
in Germany cannot sup- 
port more than one top 
club. Split in Yugoslavia 
has only one, Hajduk, and 
Mostar has only Velez. 
London, one of the world’s 
biggest cities, has only Ar- 
senal, Tottenham and 
Crystal Palace — three 
ciubs for about nine mil- 
lion people!

The Philips League may be in- 
creased to 16 clubs following the for- 
mation of new clubs in Canberra and 
Wollongong. 

The Canberra Diplomats and the un- 
named Wollongong club may be elected 
to the league when the ASF executive 
meets early next month. 


And the PSL clubs ‘relegated’ at the end of 
the season may be re-slected bringing the 
number of clubs to 16. 


However, the relegation/promotion issue is still 
clouded, and we could see one of the following events: 

e South Melbourne and St George ‘relegated’, but re- 
elected. 

e Brisbane Lions relegated and replaced by Queens- 
land State League club Grange Thistle. 

e Preston Makedonia promoted to replace Footscray. 

e A team dropping out voluntarily to be replaced by 
Wollongong, with the Diplomats replacing either Sydney 
Olympic, Brisbane Lions or Footscray. This wouid leave 
only 14 teams in the PSL. 
e@ A team dropping out voluntarily to be replaced by 


; Preston Makedonia or Grange THistle, with the DIplo- 
| mats and Wollongong included to make 16 clubs. 


The Canberra Diplomats club, which was launched 
with a gala function in Canberra last Thursday, is depend- 
ing. heavily on Wollongong to make a satisfactory appli- 
cation. 

Unofficial reports suggest the PSL will accept the Dip- 
lomats application providing Wollongong is strong 
enough. This is to avoid having an odd number of teams, 
and the neccessity of promoting an inner-city club to bal- 


ance the numbers. 


PSL policy sets down that decentralisation of soccer is 


| essential, meaning clubs from the already over-crowded 
| bases of Sydney and Melbourne have little chance of gain- 
| ing membership. 


The situation in Canberra is different to that in the 
other capitals and the Diplomats have a good case to 


: argue. 


The Diplomats maintain that soccer in Canberra will 


© lose its impetus unless a second PSL team is formed 


there. 

Canberra City is believed to be fuming at the Diplo- 
mats’ birth and a battle of dirty politics looms in the 
national capital. 

Wollongong’s application, which will be submitted to 
the PSL this week, has many advantages. 

“The people in Wollongong are extremely confident 
our application will be successful,’’ said club secretary 
Jim McCormack. “The time is right.”’

Each social club will sink $30,000 into the venture but 
will have no say in the running of the club. 

Commercial sponsors are sought to provide 
$45,008. The club is budgeting to spend $271,000 in the first 
year. 

Club membership and fund raising is expected to raise 
$70,000. 

The venture is financially stable, with excellent pros- 
pects of growth. The idea originated 18 months ago, but 
was given a great boost by John Barclay, the former Aus- 
tralian team manager, ASF delegate and Victorian State 
League chairman. 

Barclay has acted an advisor but may become a direct- 
or of the Diplomats. 

The Diplomats who would share Bruce Stadium, main- 
tain Canberra needs a second PSL team to stop a swing 
away from the sport. 

While I was in Canberra tast week, I was shown figures 
that indicate crowds are falling. The attendance of the 
Canberra City v. Heidelberg Utd game last Saturday 
week was an all-time low since City moved to Bruce Sta- 
dium for the 1978 season. 

The major reason behind the fall, say the Diplomats, is 
the irregularity of PSL games in Canberra. The club 
maintains one gamé afornight is not enough. 

The Diplomats’ application to the PSE says: “‘The solid 
core of soccer supporters has been disappointed as PSL - 
matches are not in Canberra each week and it is submit- 
ted that the league risks losing support because of irregu- 
lar fixtures. 

‘‘Weekly PSL games in Canberra will find consistent 
support and attendances, and in the Board's opinion (the 
attendances) would remain constant between Canberra 
Citv_and a second club. 

“The Diplomats would inject new life into Canberra 
soccer and would benefit soccer in general, juniors and 
Canberra City.” 

However, City has taken a different view of the situ- 
ation. In a terse statement, City manager Max Talbot 
said: ‘‘There is not enough support for Canberra to have 
two PSL clubs. The PSL must make up its mind whether 
i wants strong clubs, or merely competition within ci-

“Canberra City can be a strong club, but needs more 
time to consolidate its position.”

Plans for new PSL 
club in Newcastle 


Although at present little more than a talking point, the 
possibility of another team from Newcstle seeking admis- 
sion to the Philips League grows day by day. 


A group of Newcastle professionals and 
business men, attracted to soccer by the 
success of Newcastle KB United, has held a 
number of informal discussions about forming 


another club. 


~There js no suggestion of trying to either 
take over KB United-or endeavouring to oust it 
in any way but simply to give Newcastle a 
second team in Australia’s’ top soccer com- 


petition. 


Itis argued, and fairly, that the remarkable 
success of KB United clearly proves that New- 
castle wants Soccer at the top level and wants 
it every weekend rather than once in every 


two weeks as at present. 


The attendance figures for KB United’s 
home matches certainly suggests that there is 
room — indeed, even a need — for two division 
sides. The city is big enough to carry two such 


teams. 


The proposal, at the moment, is at no more 


than the possibility stage but it seems certain 
that, from it, something definite will emerge 
before too long. The date suggested is for an 
application for admission to the 1981 pre- 


miership be lodged. 


Those interested are men of substance 
caught up in the enthusiasm KB United has 
engendered. They insist that they are in no 
way interested in opposing KB United but are 
Keen to follow its example and consider that a 
second team in Newcastle is-warranted and a 
natural sequel to the interest the present team 
has provided. 

How Newcastle KB United's Board of 


Directors view the proposal is not known but 


members of the Northern NSW Federation 
Board reaction to it would be interesting since 
the Federation will launch its State League in 
1980 and is hopeful that it will have at least one 


weekend in every two free of opposition to

More buses 
than usually accompany the 
side have been engaged to take 
the team’s legion of followers 
to Sydney. There will probably 
be as many KB United barra- 
ckers at the ground as will be 
those wearing the St George 
colours.

It was suggested — and the 
suggestions will almost 
certainly be adopted — that 
the matter of promotion and 
relegation not be considered 
for two or three seasons and 
that each club be allowed now 
more than three players who 
do not hold Australian natural- 
isation papers. 

The promotion-relegation 
issue was one of considerable 
concern to the clubs, each of 
which had to prove ability to 
meet the $8000 operating costs. 

It was argued, and unani- 
mously accepted, that there 
must be a reasonable period 
for clubs to seftle down and to 
have opportunity to recoup the 
outlay. Since all nine clubs 
agreed on this point there was 
little discussion about it. 

The restriction as to the 
number of imported players 
was another matter quickly 
and amicably settled since all 
were agreed on its necessity. 

The omission of KB United 
and Cardiff Clubs, each of- 
which could easily meet the 
new league’s requirements, 
from the new competition is 
the most discussed subject in 
Northern Soccer circles. 

There has been no ex- 
planation as to why their appli- 
cations were rejected. Itis not 
likely that there will be one. 

The general opinion is that 
KB United has been shabbily 
treated by a Federation it has 
endeavoured to help and that 
the Federation is being partic- 
ularly short-sighted in its ap- 
~proach to the matter. 

Another Sstbject-freely dis- 
cussed concerns the future of 
some of the long established 
clubs in the North which have 
played in the Northern N.S.W. 
Federation’s First Division 
competition but which are not 
in the new league. 

These clubs out in the cold 
and apparently expected to 
play in a competition of a very 
minor level, include some with 
much history and tradition in 
the code in Australia — such 
clubs as the famed West Wall- 
send, Cessnock, Lake Macqua- 
rie, Cardiff, Newcastle Aust- 
ral, all of which have been per- 
manent fixtures in Northern 
competitions for many years. 

Their futures are unknown 
but seem, at present, to be 
somewhat bleak to say the 
least. 

It is sad for Soccer when 
clubs of such renown as West 
Wallsend and Cessnock are 
missing from the top ranks, 

West Wallsend was founded 
in 1892 and is one of the oldest 
clubs in N.S.W. It -won the 
much-sought after Gardiner 
Cup six times and has pro- 
duced a host of internationals, 
such players as the almost leg- 
endary ‘Podge’ and Henry 
Maunder, Clarrie Coutts, 
‘Wagga’ James, H. (‘Bunny’) 





Muir and many others, The 
club’s record of success in 
competition play is unequalled 
in Australian Soccer. 

Cessnock is another club 
with a long history and a proud 
record of success. It will be a 
sorry day for Northern Soccer 
if Cessnock is kept too long in 
the shadows. 

The clubs from the New 
England and North Coast dis- 
tricts which will play in the 
new competition are well ad- 
vanced in their organisation 
and give promise of being 
something of a rod in pickle 
for the older and well estab- 
lished Newcastle and South 
Maitland clubs. 

Tamworth City will field a 
strong team and one not lack- 
ing in experience. Coached by 
Jack Routledge, a former 
Newcastle player, it will in- 
clude some members who 
have already made a mark in 
Soccer of high standards. 

Among them is Geoff Al- 
Iwell, a striker said to have the 
ability to hold a place in any 
Philips League team but who 
is not interested in leaving 
Tamworth. 

Tamworth City has a 
number of up-and-coming 
young players who have done 
well in representative football. 

The club has acceptable 
sponsorship available and al- 
ready a first-rate playing sur- 
face at the highly-regarded 
Tamworth Showground is 
being prepared well in ad- 
vance so that it will have 
reached a high standard when 
needed for competition play.
